AMERICAN REPORTS 
CALLED INCORRECT. 


“The Ausrian reply hen states that 
the- American note in several points 
is based on incorrect suppositions and 
describes as incorrect that a shell was 
at onge fired; that the submarine on 
pursuit overtook: the 8 that only 
a short time was allowed for those 
aboard to enter the boats, and that 
several shots were fired on the steamer 
even after it had stopped. 

“The commander of the submarine,” 
the note continues, “allowed the steam- 
er more time than was necessary for 
the passengers to take to the boats, 
and then torpedoed the vessel in such 
a manner that it would remain afloat 
as long as possible to enable the pas- 
sengers to disembark— an object which 
would have been obtained if the pas- 
sengers h had not been forsaken by the 


crew 

„Fully appreciating the attitude of 
the commander, who had in view the 
rescue of the passengers and crew.’ 
says the note, “the Austro-Hungarian 
naval authorities have arrived at the 
conclusion that he apparently neglect- 
ed to take sufficiently into, considera- 
tion the panic among the passengers 
which rendered disembarkation more 
difficult and the spirit of the regula- 
tions that Austro-Hungarian naval of- 
ficers should refuse assistance to no 
one in distress, even an enemy. The 
officer was therefore punished for vio- 
lating the instructions embodied in the 
rules in force for such cases.’ 

“The Austro-Hungarian government 
does not hesitate in view of the cir- 
cumstances to draw the appropriate 
conclusion concerning the indemnify- 
ing of American citizens affected, by 
the sinking of the prize, but for the 
damage caused by the doubtlessly jus- 
tified firing on the fleeing vessel the 
Austro-Hungarian government cannot 
well be made responsible or for the 
damages which resulted from the in- 
correct disembarkation or the capsiz- 
ing of the lowered boats before the 
torpedo was fired. The Austro-Hun- 
garian government must suppose that 
the Washington cabinet is able and 
willing to communicate to the Austro- 
Hungarian cabinet the necessary in- 
formation referring thereto.

Germany will be victorious in the 
present world struggle, and ‘will stand 
in the eyes of all nations the greatest 
country in the universe, according to 


Dr. Eugen Kuehnemann, professor of 


philosophy at the Imperial University 
of Breslau, Germany, who spoke to be- 
tween 900 and 1,000 people at Cable 
hall last night. 

For nearly two hours Dr. Kuehne- 
mann kept the large audience, which 
jammed the hall, almost breathiess by 
his graphic description of the inside 
workings of the great nations of the 
east hemisphere, now engaged in 
ene ea test of world wars. 

President V. H. Kriegshaber, of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, in a few 
short remarks, introduced Dr. Kuehne- 
mann as one of the most prominent of 
German professors. 

From German Standpoint. 
Kuehnemann introduced his 
that he wanted it 
understood that he was a German, and, 
as such, would speak on “The Signifi- 
cance of the European War,” from a 
German standpoint. 

Stating that Americans were primari- 
ly horrified and atnazed by the launch-

ing of a great war, Dr. Kuehnemann said 


that the present war would prove to be 
one of the greatest constructive forces 
in the history of the world, instead of, 
as supposed, a great destructive force. 

He stated that the energies of the na- 
tions engaged in the conflict would be 
concentrated on building a new and 
better world after the conflict had been 
brought to a close, and a new, better 
peace and European civilization would 
be established. 

“Germany did not want war,” stated 
Dr. Kuehnemann. “She only entered 
this great war when she was at last 
forced to.” Dr. Kuehnemann further 
stated that the ideas which have been

Attac on English “A Crime” 


Editor Constitution: Here is a tr story! 

Into every line of it are folded lessons— 
morals, if you choose—which the gentle 
reader is invited to find and apply as the 
spirit moves him. 

In 1837, in Orleans Parish, La., a little boy 
was born. When he was 14 years of age 
his parents died and the lad began to shift 
for himself. He was apprenticed in the car- 
riage builders’ trade. He removed to Geor- 
gia—to Griffin—still working at his car- 


The war broke out. The vou fellow 
felt the stir of soldiering in his blood. Go 
he must. He helped to organize a company 
in his town and went with them to the great 
fight. He fought through Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia. He wore the insignia 
of a lieutenant. He was brevet captain com- 
manding his company When Lee surrendered 
four years later. 

Back to Georgia he came with even less 
than he had when he left. The world was 
before him and he was a fighter. Grit and 
pluck and spirit were his assets—these only. 

He looked toward Atlanta. Even then it 
drew-him. Here was the place for an ambi- 
tious chap, he thought. Here he came. And 
here soon afterward he brought his young 
sweetheart as a bride. It was in 1866 that 
he established his little home and became 
a citizen of Atlanta. 

This is what happened to him: He won 
friends, he made money, he achieved influ- 
ence. He became a builder not alone of 
material improvements, but of constructive 
and far-seeing civic policies. 

His Work for Atlanta. 

A concrete statement—always a joy to 
the matter-of-fact reader—will show some- 
thing of the man’s activities in behalf of 
his town: 

As mayor of Atlanta for one term, as a 
member of the police board for years, as a 
long-time member of the board of education, 
in which body he held continuously the 
troublous and responsible post of chairman 
of the grievance committee and membership 
on the equally important teachers’ commit- 
tee, and as a member of the city council, in 
which he held the chairmanship of finance, 
he won recognition and honor in public life. 

While mayor he put a definite stop to 
gambling and his raids were the sensation 
of the period. 

While mayor he changed the gity fire 
department from a volunteer to 4 paid or- 
ganization. He caused the installation of 
new electric fire and police systems and 
worked other reforms that marked the 
progress of a fast growing city. 

In 1883 he became a member of the police 
board and the citizens trusted him to such 
an extent that when he tried to resign ten 
years later he was not permitted to do so. 
As a consequence he rounded out a quarter 
century. on the police board, resigning in 
1909. 

As a private citizen he holds a notable 
record. 

In 1878 his fellow-citizens lafld on his 
shoulders the burden of leading a forlorn 
hope when the question of fixing the per- 
manent location of the state capital was up 
before the people. of the state. Atlanta’s 
chances were very slim, but Atlanta won 
the victory.without a cent of cost to the 
government. In recognition of this service, 
a committee of citizens presented a beautiful 
gift to the man who had achieved the triumph. 
Later they put him in the mayor’s chair. 

This man was a leader in the movement 
to found the Grady hospital and one of the 
first subscribers to its fund. 

Other Great Achievements. 

He served as chairman of the building 
eommittee ef the Young Men's Christian as- 
sociation here years ago and for years was 
chairman of its board of trustees. 

He was one of the originators of the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
of 1895 and contributed a large share to the 
first cotton exposition of 1881. 

He was an original promoter of and sub- 
seriber to the Georgia School of Technology. 

He was a pioneer in the establishment of 
the Confederate Soildiars’ home. 

He put himself behind the abandoned 
project of building a railroad from Atlanta 
into the Alabama coal fields. He was one 
of two men who got the project out of the 
hands of a big railroad system that had 
foreclosed wpon it; and he was one of a very 
few men whose money and energy were 
responsible for the later building of the road 
and the opening of a splendid new possi- 
bility in Atlanta’s growth. 

In the sphere of personal friendship, this 
man has “won golden opinions from all sorts 
of people.” Two instances will serve to 


illuminate this point: 

Last year, as an expression of affec- 
tionate regard, the leading Citizens of At- 
lanta marked his birthday with the beau- 
tiful tribute of their personal praise at a 
dinner planned and given in his honor. 
Among those responding heartily and gra- 
ciously to toasts were the following men,

Inman’s Three Closest Friends. 


When the late Samuel Martin Inman, be- 
loved and honored as “Atlanta’s first citi- 
zen,” was approaching his last hours, he 
sent for three men. They were the three 
men closest to him in heart and in deed. 
They had stood with him in the upbuilding 
and welfare of Atlanta, closely associated. 
with him always in good deeds for the com- 
munity. He called these good and true 
friends to give them his dying hand-clasp 
of encouragement and farewell. 

Two of them were Judge W. T. Newman 
and Colonel Robert J. Lowry. The other was 
the man about whom this story is written. 

His fortune and his friendship have ever 
been at the call of his city. When materiaP 
resources have been needed, he has been 
there. When time and thought and brain 
and service have been wanted, he has never 
failed. 

He has been to Atlanta a constructive 
force—a builder of her enterprises — a 
staunch supporter of her growth—a doughty 
fighter of her battles. - 

His name is James Warren English. 

And this is a true story. |

Illness of Harry Watts Con- 
tracted. While Leading a 
Patrol in Philadelphia Dis- 
tributing Christmas Bas- 
kets to Poor. 


In the last year of his college ca- 
reer at the University of Pennsylvania, 
Harry Edwin Watts, 22-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. George E. Watts, 25 
Park Lane, Ansley Park, died at a pri- 
vate hospital in Philadelphia, Pa., of 
scarlet fever and pneumonia, said to 
have been contracted while leading a 
patrol af boy scouts distributing Christ- 
mas baskets to the poor of that city. 

Well known in Atlanta through an 
association here of ten years, and three 
years spent at the Georgia School of 
Technology, the death of Mr. Watts 
comes as a blow to many friends and 
schoolmates in this city. 

Harry Watts was born in St. Louis, 
Mo., where the family resided before 
moving to Atlanta ten years ago. 
He entered Georgia Tech in the fall 
of 1910 and spent three years at that 
institution in the study of architec- 
ture. He left Georgia Tech to gradu- 
ate the University of Pennsylvania. 

A member of the Kappa Sigma fra- 
ternity, and always a leader in his 
classes and in the social life of both 
Georgia Tech and Pennsylvania, young 
Watts was one of the most popular 
students at both institutions. 

At Pennsylvania this year he had 
been awarded figst prize for designing 
the best peace monument of any other 
architectural student at the university. 
He would have graduated there at the 
head of his classes and with high hon- 
‘ors in June. 

George E. Watts, father of the young 
man, is well Known in the business 
world of Atlanta as manager of a pro 
inent railroad electrical supply agenty 
in the Candler building. 

The illmess of young Watts did not 
become alarming until Monday, accord- 
ing to telegrams received by The Con- 
stitution. Mr. Watts was notified at 
that time and left immediately for Phil- 
adelphia. 

The remains will be brought to At- 
lanta by Mr. Watts and friends of the 
deceased.

The report of the waterworks depart- 
ment for this year will show that 1,881 
taps were made to supply water to new 
frapplicants. The number of taps made 
last year was 1,776. 

The amount collected from water 
rents alone this year is $476,199.58. 
The amount collected from the same 
source last year was $472,880.47. 

The amount collected from all sources 
this year has been over half a million 
dollars.

That a big work has been done dur- 
ing the past year in getting rid of 
earth closets is shown by the report 
of the plumbing inspector, J. A. G. 
Beach. Within the past two years 2,023 
earth closets have been removed and 
sanitary sewerage established. 

During the past year 550 new houses 
were connected with the sewerage sys- 
tem, 2,470 permits for plumbing were 
issued, and 146,000 feet of sewers laid 
from the mains to private property. 

In one section of the city alone, Capi- 
tol View, nearly two hundred earth 
closets were removed. 

Mr. Beach says he has found the 
plumbers of the city doing good work, 
and willingly co-operating with the city 
department.

w York, December 30.—After an 
exh tive discussion of the “amateur 
rule“ and passing upon the sugees- 
tions made for the future conduct of 
athletic sports, the conference of dele- 
gates from sport-governing bodies 
throughout the country adjoushned from 
last Monday until today, concluded the 
session tonight with the umderstand- 
ing that a similar conference will take 
place here about the same time one 
year hence. 

Gustavus T. Kirby, of the advisory 
board of the Intercollegiate Association 
of Amateur Athletics of America, pre- 
sided. -He made it clear that every- 
thing adopted by’ the meeting would 
be only in the form of recommenda- 
tions to the governing bodies of the 
different sports, with the hope that 
they will recognize one another's rul- 
ings until they can establish an alli- 
ance. 


Amateur Defined. 


It was unanimously agreed that an 
amateur sportsman is one who en- 
gages in sport solely for the pleasure 
and physical, mental, moral and social 
benefits derived. It w decided that 
any person competing or giving an ex- 
hibition in any of these sports under an 
assumed name, or by. being guilty of 
any fraud or any other grossly un- 
sportsman-like conduct in connection 
therewith should be barred for lif 
from amateur eligibility. f 

For other infractions, such as re- 
ceiving pay or pecuniary benefits in 
consideration of or as a reward. for 
participating in any public athletic 
com ition or exhibition, or disposing 
of prizes for personal gain, the offender 
shall never thereafter be permitted to 
compete or exhibit as an amateur in 
the sport or sports in which such act 
was committed. He also would be 
barred from all other amateur sport 
for at least five years. x 


Coach’s Du Defined. 


Any one who directly or indirectly or 
financially benefits for instructing or 
preparing any person in or for any 
athletic competition or exercise, shall 
not be permitted during the period of 
the coaching to take part in any com-
